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INTRODUCTION 


Tue present work is an attempt to record the writ- 
ings of a living author, and the difficulties which have 
been experienced in its making are, with one excep- 
tion, common to all works of this kind. For example, 
Sir James Barrie at one time suffered, like his con- 
temporaries, from the “pirate” presses in America. 
Unauthorised volumes thus produced mostly con- 
tain reprints of selected unsigned contributions to 
periodicals which the author himself has shown no 
desire to preserve in collected form. Further, it 
may be doubted if the persons responsible for these 
volumes were always gifted with an unerring literary 
instinct, or that the material selected always in- 
cluded work which the author would care to acknow- 
ledge as his. Such as they are, these volumes, or 
rather, I had better say, all that are known to me, are 
noted in the following pages. 

There has been, however, a graver difficulty 
attending the compilation of this Bibliography. It 
must include some record of Barrie’s contributions 
to periodicals already mentioned—that is, of the 
extensive output of a writer who once upon a time, 
in R. L. Stevenson’s celebrated phrase, had “a 
journalist at his elbow.” An appendix to Mr 
Hammerton’s F. M. Barrie: the Man and H1s 
Work (1900) contains some interesting details of 
this early journalism. Mr Hammerton has kindly 
given permission for the use of the appendix to his 
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biography, and I gladly avail myself of it in regard 
to contributions appearing in the weekly edition of 
The Nottingham fournal. ‘The notes in Mr Hammer- 
ton’s book were prefaced by a remark as to the ease 
with which complete details of Barrie’s journalism 
could be given if a compiler were so minded. ‘This 
optimism can hardly be echoed by anyone approach- 
ing the task from a practical point of view. At all 
events, it is not claimed that the list of Barrie’s 
journalism to be found in this Bibliography is com- 
plete or that the notes here of unsigned contributions 
to newspapers can be given without a certain amount 
of reserve. Except in special instances, newspaper 
leaders and ‘“‘middles” are not included, for the 
obvious reason that to establish their identity after 
a lapse of so many years would be quite impossible. 

Barrie’s career has provided many a writer with 
the subject of an article or paragraph. _ Anecdotes 
appear periodically in the Press with a persistence 
that recalls the incident in When a Man’s Single 
concerning the deadly effects on the health from the 
pressure on the hand of knobbed walking-sticks. 

A bibliography is concerned with evidence of a 
definite kind. ‘Therefore I am not in a position to 
affirm or deny the story of Barrie’s earliest appear- 
ance in print—that letter beloved of paragraphists, 
signed “Paterfamilias,” which, it is alleged, was 
written by him to a local paper protesting against 
the excessive amount of homework given out by the 
Dumfries Academy at which he was then a scholar.} 
We are on altogether different ground when we 
recall a speech delivered at Dumfries when the free- 
dom of that city was conferred upon him. Barrie,

reviving memories of his earliest literary ambitions, 
spoke of a time when 


... I was then—it is now revealed for the. first 
time—I was then writing my first novel. It was a 
very cynical work, entitled “A Child of Nature”—she 
was not really that kind. It was a tale of Dumfries. 
Several of you were in it. A long thing—one hundred 

_ thousand words. A year ago I came upon the manu- 
script and, you will be relieved to hear, gently tore it 
up, just in case it should fall into the wrong hands, you 
know... (Lhe Morning Post, 12th December 1924.) 

And again: 

. . . My first play was very properly written for the 
Dumfries Academy Dramatic Society, on whose boards 
I also made my only appearance as an actor... . It 
was in order to escape from feminine réles that I wrote 
for the Academy my first play, a staggering work 
entitled “‘Bandelero the Bandit.” ... (Lb7d.) 


According to the Press historians, an early play 
was written at Nottingham. ‘This, it would appear, 
was entitled Polly’s Dilemma, and the late H. G. 
Hibbert, who was a Nottingham contemporary and 
ought to have known better, went so far as to allege 
that the play was printed in a Christmas extra of The 
Nottingham Fournal. An attempt to verify this 
statement led to the discovery that no copy of the 
Christmas number for 1883 appears to be in existence. 
There is none in the British Museum, and | am in- 
debted to the City Librarian and also the editor of 
The Nottingham Fournal for the information that no 
copy is officially preserved at Nottingham itself. 
Later I learned that there is the best of reasons for 
rejecting the notion that a play of the title men- 
tioned was ever written by Barrie. 

We know from Barrie iimée'f, in another amusing

reminiscence, that he wrote leaders in an Edin- 
burgh newspaper when “‘at College looking for a 
short cut to greatness.” 1 This was The Edinburgh 
Courant. He graduated at Edinburgh University 
in 1882 and his professional career may be considered 
to have opened at Nottingham in 1883. For a very 
modest stipend (three pounds per week, it has been 
said) he wrote in The Nottingham Fournal five leaders 
a week, a weekly special article, a gossip column 
(“A Modern Peripatetic ”’), and book reviews. The 
Nottingham Fournal printed a weekly edition in 
which most of Barrie’s special articles and gossip 
columns were reprinted. It has not been previously 
recorded, I think, that a process of deduction shows 
that among his contributions to this weekly edition 
was an early attempt at a sustained work of fiction, 
and probably his first to be printed. This was a 
serial story entitled Vagabond Students, a,work which 
bears some resemblance to the play Fane Annie 
which Barrie afterwards wrote with Sir A. Conan 
Doyle. Vagabond Students was advertised in a 
“display advertisement” as follows in the daily 
issue of The Nottingham ‘Fournal on 19th May 
1883 :-— 

: ... On the following Saturday (June 2) will be 

commenced a new story by the author of The Complete 

Playgoer, entitled

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In October 1884, in a way now perhaps even 
better known in provincial journalism, the then 
proprietors of The Nottingham Fournal “econo- 
mised” by substituting syndicated articles for those 
written by its staff. In consequence Barrie came to 
London. Previously, however, work by him had 
found its way to the London Press. His first article 
there, in The Pall Mall Gazette, is duly noted in its 
place. It has been asserted that Barrie’s first 
attempts at fiction appeared in Bow Bells, an 
excessively sentimental fiction magazine of the 
eighties, but it is obvious that Bow Bells in this con- 
nection has been badly mistaken for Home Chimes, 
a very different kind of periodical and one to which, 
of course, Barrie did contribute. 

Incomplete as the section of this Bibliography 
concerned with contributions to periodicals must be, 
it does at least give some idea of Barrie’s industry 
as a journalist. He has paid tribute, both in print 
and in a speech at a dinner on 8th April 1905, to 
Frederick Greenwood, who will go down to history 
as the man who secured the purchase of the Suez 
Canal shares and as the first London editor to give 
Barrie regular employment on The St. Fames’s Gazette, 
A bi-weekly series of articles in The Edinburgh 
Evening Dispatch, then edited by Alexander Riach, 
covered a long period and many now familiar topics 
until their place was taken by W. G. Grace’s cricket 
reminiscences. One of the Edinburgh articles led 
to an invitation by Robertson Nicoll to contribute 
to The British Weekly. ‘This was a significant 
engagement, since if these notes included articles 
written about Barrie it would be evident that the 
first appreciation of Barrie’s literary rather than jour- 
nalistic gifts came from quarters over which Robert- 
son Nicoll wielded considerable influence. Another 
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of Barrie’s editors, and one who has been wrongly 
given the credit of “discovering” him, was F. W. 
Robinson, the novelist, who recruited him for Home 
Chimes. Early work is also to be found in The 
Speaker, The Illustrated London News, then being 
revivified by Mr Clement Shorter, The Graphic, and 
The Scots (afterwards National) Observer, over which 
Henley ruled. 

Barrie’s connection with The National Observer 
should be recalled since it led to the production at a 
single matinée performance in 1891 of his first acted 
play, Richard Savage. ‘This was written in colla- 
boration with H. B. Marriott Watson, and its pro- 
duction was something in the nature of a National 
Observer festival, a prologue being written for the 
occasion by the formidable editor. The play itself 
in its printed form is now one of the rarest of all 
Barrie books. 

In the early ’nineties Barrie’s journalism -de- 
creased, the present writer is glad to say, in pro- 
portion to his absorption in literature and the 
drama. By 1891 articles already began to appear 
reprinted in other newspapers (‘‘with permission”’), 
the author evidently being no longer desirous of 
supplying new ones. ‘The great success which the 
Auld Licht books achieved is reflected in the issue 
by Robertson Nicoll, so early in Barrie’s (or any) 
career, of a British Weekly biographical “extra” 
entirely devotedtohim. This was in 1891, and some 
months before, though perhaps not altogether dis- 
connected with, the publication of The Little 
Minister, a book which consolidated his fame. 
While the novels were being published at fairly 
regular intervals several of his early dramatic pieces 
remained, and still remain, unpublished, and there- 
fore have no place in this Bibliography except in a 
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preliminary list. His first play to be produced for 
a run—Walker, London (1892)—waited some fifteen 
years before it was printed, and then only ina form | 
intended for the use of amateur actors. The Pro- 
fessor’s Love Story is among those not yet printed. 
Only old playgoers with good memories can judge 
of the development from these early pieces to the 
Barrie play of to-day as we know it. There is a 
passage from Ibsen’s Ghost, or Toole-up-to-Date, 
quoted by Mr Walbrook (7. M. Barrie and the 
Theatre) about which I naturally became inquisitive, 
and Mr Walbrook was good enough to tell me that 
this extract from the text was quoted by him from 
memory. I have been unable to throw light on 
another suggestion, namely, that this same play 
appeared in a German version, presumably at the 
hands of a critic who with characteristic thorough- 
ness desired to give an exact idea of the satire with 
which Ibsenism was being met in this country. No 
less an authority than the late William Archer was 
unable to locate in his memory any such version. 

To these biographical details in connection with 
the theatre may be added more properly than else- 
where a note of reference to Barrie’s evidence before 
the Joint Select Committee on Stage Plays (Censor- 
- ship) on 6th August 1909. His evidence is found in 
the Report . . . Together with the Proceedings, etc. 
(No. 303), pp. 100-8. 

There remains only to record the fact, happily 
well known in bibliography, that compilers of such 
works as these meet with nothing but cordial and 
courteous assistance on all sides. Acknowledgment 
of much of this help is incorporated in the text. 
But in addition I should like to express my thanks 
here to Mr T. J. Wise, Mr William K. Dickson, 
Librarian, and the other officials of the National 
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Library of Scotland; to the staff of the Library of 
Congress, Washington; to Mr E. V. Lucas, Mr 
Chester M. Cate (of the Huntington Library), Mr 
G. W. Shirley (of the Dumfries Library), Miss A. M. 
Nill, Mr G. H. Sargent, Messrs Hodder & Stoughton, 
Charles Scribner’s Sons; and also to Mr Wilfred 
Partington, the Editor of The Bookman’s Fournal.
